Electricity Soon to Take the Place of Gas 
pas in All Cities. 
deu York Graphic, Oct. 21. 

„Positively No Admittauce“ was the discour- 
aging g ng at the door of Euison's labora- 
tory at Menlo Park, Saturday, when the repre- 
sentative of the Graphic eutered and encoun- 
tered the pleasant faces of Mr. Batchelor, Kdi- 
son's indispensable assistant, and Mr. Griffin, 
secretary and correspondent. 

„Now, what. is that inhospitable sign for!“ 
they were asked. 1 

“You see,” Batchelor said, ‘Edison is alto- 
gether more amiable than it is wise to be. He 
doesn’t want to bar anybody out, so he lets all 
sorts of inquisitive peopie come here and occupy 
his time, when they are moved by no motive 
higher than idle curiosity. But at important 
seasons like this we can induce him to keep 


some of the people out.” 
“He is particularly busy now, is he?” asked 


Graph'ec. 

„Tes,“ responded Batchelor; the fact is, 
for several weeks now he has been at work night 
and day on this electric light. He bas driven it 
into a pretty small corner at last. Here he 
comes and can speak for himself. 

At this point Mr. Edison came clattering 


down the stairs, glowing with a pleasant excite- 


ment. and evidently just emerged from his 
wizard’s cave. “ Hello, is it yout” he said 
rapidiy. ‘ {n a week or two I’ll have my elec- 
tric light ready for you to illustrate, if you care 
to do so.”

Batchelor was at their meeting, and was 
greatly amused. However, seeing is believing,” 
continued he, and I will show you the electric 
light and my methods of feeding and regulating 
it, only stipulating that you shall give no 
description of it which shall vitiate my patents 
in Germany, appled for, but not yet granted.”’ 

He led the way up-stairs again, to the second 
floor of the laboratory, which has beeu illustrated 
in the Graphic, and paused before the bench 
where he first bit on the phonograph, and where 
he finished his telephone. Three small brass 
standards were there, six or eight inches high, 
each with a smal! glass globe or cylinder at the 
top, inclosing a curious nest of wires.

: but it is lighted. It is iuvist- 
ble, and the electricity required is almost in- 
finitely small; but it is there. and a touch will

CANADIAN POLITICS.

In conversation last eveaing with a gcntle- 
man just arrived from Canada, who is familiar 
with the politics of the Dominion, a Herald re- 
porter gleaned the facts detailed in the following 
interview concerning the causes uf the recent 
political revolution, and the policy of the victo- 
rious party. 

Speaking of the overthrow of the Macken- 
zie Government, the gentleman said: ‘There 
were two causes leading tothisevent. The 
was one in which the Government itself had no 
apparent hand; the second was the result of 
bad judgment and a failure to recognize the 
real wants of the hour. When hard tiges came 
and trade lost its old activity, the people accused 
the Goverumeut and saddled it with the respon- 
sibility. Discontent with the established order 
of things grew apace, and the people thought 
that a change of policy would result in an im- 
provement of their condition. Tne Mackenzie 
Goveroment strongly advocated Free Trade, and 
to this policy many men ascribed the existing 
commercial depression. The Government was 
informed of this feeling, but made a fatal mis- 
calculation as to ite extent. 

„The Premier thought that in the centres of 
trade Protectionist doctrines bad gained ground, 
but devended on the rural constituencies to 
counterbalance the growimg heresy. A large 
party of Canadians, of whom he was the leader, 
argued that what was good for England was 
2 for Canada, and, ignoring the fact that 

nglana had once favored home industries as 
against all the world, they went before the 
people on a Free Trade issue. An ignomjnious 
failure was the result, for to-day Sir John Mac- 
aonald has a majority of eighty-four 
in the Lower House, and a good working 
majority in the Senate. Canada admits free of 
duty the following articles of consumption from 
the States: Wheat, flour, barley, oats, and 
coal; and, with your great production, you giut 
our markets and run prices down to such a fig- 
ure that our furnaces have no chance of com- 
peting. We cannot retaliate by sending our 
goods to your markets, for the — and freight- 
charges run our actual values n above the 
figures where you can sell witb profit. 

„The United States is one of the favored na- 
tions by treaty with Great Britain, and any re- 
taliatory measures on our part would be ‘ dis- 
allowed’ at home. In 1866, when the old treaty 
was abrogated by the United States,—for the 
reason, | believe, that we were suuposed to have 
favored the South,—the relationship between 
the Union and Great Britain was of such a char- 
acter as to make disallowing politic. 
A tariff’ was placed on our products 
taken to the States, While the products 
of the States came into our markets 
free. So things went on till, in the general dis- 
content arising from business-depression, the 
question of protecting home-industries came 
prominently before the ‘péople. Protection 
seemed to be the only means of reawakevin 
the idle factories of the Dominion. It w 
hoped, no doubt, by the restrictive measures oi 
the United States to force Canada to annexa- 
tion; but, since that effort has proved a failure. 
another reason exists why the United States 
Government should readjust its tariff so far as 
Canada is concerned. t, to use an expres- 
sion of ex-Premier Galt, we are ‘ tired of wait- 
ing for the United States to act in the prem- 
ises,’ and have taken the matter in band our- 
selves. We have not much to offer in reciproc- 
ity; for already you have our markets, and they 
ara the greatest boon we could offer. You have 
made them slaughter markets, and the weight 
of it ali comes on us. 

“Sir John Macdonald does not intend to ad- 
vocate retaliatory duties. The keynote of the 
policy his party will father was struck in the 
resolutions. offered by him at the last session, 
and which were defeated. They were to the 
effect that the Government, by a reciprocity of 
tariff, should seek to obtain a reciprocity of 
trade with the United States.

We have it 
upon the very best authority that kid gloves 
equal to the Alexander” cannot be bought 
in Europe at a cent less than 54 francs per 
dozen. Gen. Mxnarrt has fallen between 
two stools, and he sichly deserves his fate, 
since, as the Bullétig says, he had no right 
to even suggest a compromise bn the subject. 

But this is not in fact what the Bulletin is 
enraged about. Had Gen. Merairrsustained 
the merchant appraisers at 42 francs, the 
Bulletin would have pronounced him an 
“ upright judge,"—a very Damm come to 
judgment! The Bulletin insists that it is 
simply impossible that frauds have been com- 
mitted, because of the high character of the 
houses implicated. It says: 

Now let it be remembered: (1) That the firms 
concerned in these importations are of the highest 
standing in the mercantile community, and the last 
to be supposed capable of concocting a fraud upon 
the Government; (2) that, if their invoices do an- 
dervalue the it must be the result of a 
conspiracy between some ten ora dosen of the 
most reputable of ourcity merchants, for upon no 
other ground can we account for the uniformity in 
the invoices of all the firms; (3) that, upon the 
same grounds, there must have been collusion be- 
tween an equal number of manufacturers in Eu- 
rope. of the highest standing, to pt a uniform 
valuation for a directly fraudulent ‘purpose; (4) 
that such a fraudulent combination, with its du- 
plicate on this side the Atlantic, would be in the 
bigbest degree dangerous, because liable to expo- 
sure and defeat from interested competitors, and 
would, therefore, be a thing act to be thought of 


by merchants of common tense, to say 
nothing of common honesty. 


This is very fine as a special plea for the 
parties, on the ground of respectability. 
But, unfortunately for the Bulletins fine 
theory, precisely this thing, which it declares 
cannot be done, has been done, and done in 
New York City by firms as respectable as 
any of the houses involved in the kid-glove 
controversy. B. G. Jar, who resigned 
from the Government service in 1874, upon 
the repeal of the Moieties act (and who is 
now reported by the World as having been 
employed by the kid-glove importing ring), 
did not retire until he bad prosecuted about 
eighty cases of alleged frauds upon the cus- 
toms revenue committed at the port of New 
York. These cases imvolved frauds of great 
magnitzude and of every conceivable charac- 
ter. Out of the eighty cases commenced, 
Mr. Jar prosecuted all but five or six 
to a successful conclusion, and recov- 
ered for the Government, if our recollection 
serves, about three million dollars! Many 
of these cases were against houses of, until 
then, excellent reputation. Members of 
these houses were deacons and prominent 
members of churches, and of the first social 
standing. The cases involved undervalua- 
tion, double invoicing, false weights and 
measures, and every other form of corrup- 
tion known to the business of fraudulent 
importing. These frauds were committed 
through the aid of corrupt customs officers 
in every department of the service. They 
were bribed by the score; and many of these 
bribed individuals were formerly prominent 
persons in the community, and others friends 
and relatives of distinguished men then in 
high official station.

Against the Government officials who 
were engaged in the work of convicting 
them,—in the work of restoring to the 
Treasury the money of which it had been 
robbed. The very merchants who had been 
found guilty appeared before the Committee 
on Ways and Means of the House of Rep- 
resentatives and actually overawed the mem- 
bers of it into a recommendation for repeal 
of the Moieties act, or at least induced the 
Committee. to believe that the revenue 
woul be better collected if it were re- 
pealed. 

It is time to put a stop to the disreputable 
practice of shielding wrong-doing because of 
the respectability of the wrong-doers. The 
press of New York will do well to consider 
carefully the ground upon which it treads 
before it is too late to retire from the shame- 
ful busimess. If Secretary Sunna has 
true grit, now is the time for him to show 
it in the interest of an honest collection of 
the revenue in New York as well as else- 
where. 


THE END OF THE PESTILENCE. 

The chilling northers have swept over the 
malarial regions of the South, and purified 
the atmosphere. Jack Frost, who in our 
Northern clime disports himself in penciling 
window-pictures, has had more serious work 
in the Valley of Death, and at last has tri- 
umphed in his conflict with the Yellow mon- 
ster. There are yet sufferers who will linger 
along and die, but the spread of the pesti- 
lence is stopped ; and those who have thus 
far escaped can breathe more freely at the 
blessed assurance of safety brought by the 
frost, and those who fled from their homes 
ean now return, for the danger is over. The 
good news has spread faster than the fever, 
and from even part of the country the ref - 
ugees are hurrying hdme to their friends. 
Life is taking the place of death all through 
the Mississippi Valley. ‘The silent cities are 
waking up. The deserted fields and planta- 
tions are once more filling with laborers. 
The harvest will be gathered. The wheels of 
business once more begin to revolve, after 
their long rest, and the tide of trade resumes 
its flow through its accustomed channels. 
The horrible reality of fever will soon be 
only a memory, bitter in its associations to 
many pogr souls, dark as it stretches to the 
graveyard where so many thousands have 
gone to their rest, but blessed and illumin- 
ated with the beneficence of charity and 
sympathy that flowed in upon them when 
everything else was dark. 
= Now that the worst is over and the limits 
ate defined beyond which the pestilence 
cannot go, it is possible to roughly estimate 
the full extent of the disaster it has caused. 
On the 24th of July last a brief dispatch 
from New Orleans said: The Picayune 
publishes a statement that fourteen cases of 
yellow fever have occurred, seven fatal. The 
Board of Health hopes to check the spread 
of the disease.” On the next day, Dr. 
Cuoprrx, who afterwards sacrificed his life 
in his service for humanity, officially an- 
nounced its presence in New Orleans to 
Surgeon-General Woopworrs, of the Ma- 
rino Hospital service. In the three months 
which have elapsed since the Board of 
Health hoped to check its spread, that little 
cloud of fever, no bigger than a man’s hand,” 
has extended over portions of seven States, 
finding its extreme northern limit at Cairo, 
and embracing an area at least 150 miles 
Wide along the eastern bank of the Missis- 
sippi River, with exceptional cases in por- 
tions of Texas and Arkansas. these 
three months fully 100,000 person’ have 
been attacked by the pestilence, and at least 
20,000 have died, and more are to follow 
who took the disease before the ad- 
vent ef frost. As a rule, about one 
in four cases has been fatal, showing 
that the fever has been as destructive to life 
as a battle, where the same proportion of fa- 
tality to those struck usually prevails. It is 
almost impossible to estimate the material 
losses, but they will embrace millions upon 
millions of dollars, caused by the stoppage of 
trade, the paralysis of commerce, the depri- 
vation of labor, and the waste in ungathered 
harvests. It has been a fearful blow to the 
South, net only in the thousands of homes 
that have been desolated, in the losses of 
skillfal and philanthropic men, and in the 
comparative depopulation of small interior 
towns, but in the sudden stoppage of labor 
and business just at the time when the 
South was beginning to recover from the 
distress of war and panic and needed every 
man’s work. 

In all this dark picture there are bright 
spots of individual heroism, but the only 
broad gleam of sunlight is the quick and 
sympathetic benevolence of the North, 
which never tired of doing until the news 
came that no more help was wanted. It 
rained upon the South in a constant shower 
of blessing. In its promptness, enthusiasm, 
and spontaneity it equaled if it did not sur- 
pass the help that came to Chicago in her 
days of need. Had it not been for that be. 
nevolence the South would have been a Gol. 
gotha, It could not have helped itself from 
its own resources. It could supply accli- 
mated nurses and doctors who worked like 
heroes and Howard Associations that could ju- 
diciously disburse the relief sent to them, but 
beyond this it was powerless. The victims 
were shut out from the world by a system of 
quarantine as rigid as it could be made and a 
line of ciroumvallation as hard to cross as 
the dead-line that ran around the prison-pens 
in war times. The North could not do much 
in the way of individual help, though some 
doctors and nurses went there to lend their 
aid, and many of them will remain there 
forever. Northern newspapers sent their 
representatives to gather the news and keep 
the North advised of the progress of the 
pestilence. Among them, Tux Cutcaco 
Tamrxx has been prominent. Its correspond- 
ents have been where the plague raged with 
the greatest violence, and some of them 
have died on the field of duty, but their 
places have been supplied, and it has never 
failed to furnish complete news from every 
part of the South and to urge on the great 
work of benevolence. Had it not been for

Said in his acceptance of the nomination :

REAL MONEY AND FAISE MONEY. 

Whenever Col. Rosgrr G. Inczrsous takes 
up a subject, he usually manages either to say 
something new about it or to put the old 
thoughts in a novel and striking fashion. 
His discourse on fiat money, incidental to a 
lecture on Hard Times” recently delivered 
in Boston, was not an exception to this rule. 
We have been over Hard Times” often 
enough theatrically, and have had enough of 
them practically, but it does not seem pos- 
sible to expose too often the fallacy of fiat 
money as a remedial measure, and there are 
three points in Col, IxornsoLL's treatment 
of the proposed cure which should receive 
the most mature consideration from those 
who are kindly disposed toward the desperate 
experiment of an absolute money,” consist- 
ing of scraps of irredeemable paper. 

The first point is that money must of 
necessity be a commodity representing the 
product of a certain amountof labor. It is 
the intermediate factor of trade, and must 
therefore represent value equivalent to the 
value of the things exchanged. Paper cer- 
tificates can only perform the function of 
money when they are exchangeable into 
money of real value, and this is the case 
whether they be Government notes, bank 
notes, or individual notes, checks, drafts, or 
any other expedient used to facilitate ex- 
changes. Col. Ingersoll puts the case as fol- 
lows: 


Gold and silver are commodities. They are the 
products of labor. They are not instrumentali- 


ties; they are not devices to facilitate exchanges; 
they are the things exchanged [for something else, 
and other thines are exchanged for them. The 
only device about it to facilitate exchanges is the 
coining of these metais, so that you can truthfully 
say that coining of goid and silver is a device to 
facilitate exchanges, and the exchanges are facili- 
tated in this way: Whenever the Government’ or 
any Government certifies that in a certain piece of 
gold or silver there are a certain namoer of grains 
ofacertain fineness, then he who givea it knows 
that he is not giving too much, and he who re- 
coives that he is receiving enough, so that I will 
change the definition to this: The coinage of the 
precious metals ie a device to facilitate exchanges, 
but the precious me themselves are property; 
they are merchandise, they are commodities, and 
whenever one commodity is exchanged for another 
it 1s barter, and gold and silver are the last refine- 
ment of barter. 


The simplest illustration will suffice: A 
farmer has a horse which he desires to ex- 
change for winter clothes for himself and 
family; the man owning the clothes does 
not want the horse, but wants other things, 
for which he is willing to exchange the 
clothes. Money is the thing upon which 
both agree as an equivalent of value, and 
which others will accept in order to accom- 
modate trade. But such an agreed agent 
must represent an amount of labor equal to 
that represented by the clothes, or the owner 
of the latter will refuse to part with his 
property, under the apprehension that he 
cannot procure the things he wants with the 
money he has accepted. We will say that 
$100 in gold and silver represents the num- 
ber of days’ labor required to produce that 
amount, and that these days of labor are 
equivalent to the labor required to produce 
clothes the farmer wants. In that case 
the farmer does not hesitate to bar- 
ter his horse for the $100, which he 
knows he can in turn pass over to 
the owner of the clothes, and with which 
the latter can procure the things for which 
he wants to barter his clothes. But a Gov- 
ernment fiat, with no intrinsic value, will not 
serve this universal desire to barter, because 
its nominal value is artificial, and may 
change before the second barter can be made. 

The second point is that, if the Govern- 
ment can make money by simple decree, it 
has the power to put an arbitrary price upon 
all kinds of property, without regard to 
supply or demand. We will say a bushel of 
wheat represents the same amount of labor 
as $1 in gold or silver. On that basis the 
farmer is willing to change his bushel 
of wheat for $1 in gold or silver, be- 
cause he is sure that he can procure there- 
with some other commodity he desires, 
which represents precisely the same amount 
of labor, But while he is willing to sell his 
bushel of wheat for $1 in gold or 
silver, he may exact $50 in fiat 
money, of no intrinsic value, and 
representing no labor, because he cannot tell 
what the $50 jiat will buy next day. When 
it comes to this, the fiat must be abandoned 
as money,;—an equivalent of products,—or 
Congress must fix the prices of all commodi- 
ties at, which the owners must part with 
them in exchange for fiat ; it must further 
enact that nobody be permitted to accept 
more of the fiat in exchange for a given arti- 
cle than the law fixes ; and it must still fur- 
ther be prepared to coerce men to adhere to 
these prices in fiat, which will require a 
material increase tu the army and vast exten- 
sion of the penitentiary system. The Nat 
religion, then, involves faith that Congress 
has power at least co-equal with the Al- 
mighty, whereby it ean foresee or regulate 
tlie elements, the seasons, the soil, the 
health, and all the conditions that influence 
production. No power short of this could 
undertake to fix permanent pricés for all the 
products of labor. 

The third point is one which will make a 
practical appeal to all people who pay taxes 
directly to the Government, and to all others 
who realize that they indirectly contribute in 
the prices paid for everything they use and 
consume. It is this:

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of burdening the 2? An attempt in 


this direction would be a practical test of 
the fiat doctrine ; it would dispense with a 
vast personnel of tax-assessors and tax-gath- 
erers, and we fancy the army of office-seek- 
ers would fall off if they had to take their 
pay in fiat scrip which the Government 
would never redeem, and which no man in 
his senses would accept in exchange for any- 
thing of real value, This is the reductio ad 
absurdum, which Inoxrsout further illus- 
trates by saying: Tou cannot live upon 
the promise [he should have said flat) of 
your own Government. any more than you 
could live upon the notes of your hired man, 
orupon bonds issued by the occupants of 
the County Poor-House.

CARDINAL CULLEN. 

The death of Cardinal Cutizy, of Ireland, 
is a matter of interest to the Roman Catholic 
Church in Ireland. Before the comparatively 
recent reorganization and re-establishment of 
the Roman Catholic Hierarchy in England, 
the Irish prelates represented mainly the 
Church in the whole Kingdom. Cardinal 
CULLEN was a man of great learning and 
ability. He was not a Fenian, and sought to 
gain for his countrymen all the advantages, 
civil and religious, under the British rule 
which are enjoyed in England or other parts 
of the Kingdom. He has been a zealous 
prelate, and his energy and the great influ- 
ence of his ability have enabled him to re- 
press, if not crush out, in Ireland what is 
known as Irish Nationalem,” which means 
Irish independence and nationality. The 


following sketch of his life is given in the | 


„American Encyclopedia,” he not being 
mentioned in the new British Eacyclo- 


peedia ”: 

Pavt Cotten was born in the County Carlow, 
Ireland, April 27, 1803. His parents sent him at 
an early age to Rome, where he was educated at 
the College of the Propaganda, and was, after his 
ordination, appointed Professor of Hebrew. He 
had been for several years Rector of. the Irish Col- 
lege when Pius IX. (1848) fled, to Gaeta, and, as 
all the Rectore of colleges in me who were not 
foreigners had to leave the city, Dr. CULLEN was 
charged. temporarily with the care of their estab- 
lisuments. He showed remarkable tact and firm- 
ness in dealing with the Republican au- 
thorities, and saved both the Propaganda 
and the Roman College in a critical moment by 
placing them under the protection of the American 
fag. The Primatial See of Armagh having become 
vacant by the death of Archbishop CaotLx, aud the 
Suffragans failing to agree in the choice of his sur- 
cessor, Pius IX. nominated Dr. CULLEN to the 

st. Consecrated Feb. 24, 1850, he went to Ire- 
fand with the title of Delegate Apostolic added to 
that of Primate. He immediately set to work to 
secure for the Catholics of Ireland a system of pri- 
mary and secondary education — might pre- 
serve the pupils from proselytism, calling a Synod 
at Thuries, in which effectual measures were 
adopted for tne foundation of a Catholic uni- 
versity. Im 1852,.0n the death of Archbishop 
Mumaatr, Dr. CULLEN was translated to the See 
of Dublin, thas losing the primatial rank inherent 
in the See of Armagh, but confirmed for life in his 
position of Delegate Apostolic, which placed him 
at the head of the Irieh hierarchy. This change 
was made to enabie him to carry out his plane for 
the establishment of the Catholic University of 
Dublin, and to this work he bent himself. Prop- 
erty in the city was purch and in 1854 the 
University courses were oben 
dency of Joun Henny Won; anda new uni- 
versity building was commenced at Drumcondra, 
ibe Archbishop of New York preaching on the oc- 
casion of the laying of the corner-stone, Juiy 20, 
1862. In Jane, 1866, Dr. CULLEN was created 
Cardinal; and in October, 1807, the Archbishops 
and Bishops of Ireland met in Dublin under his 
Presidency as Delegate Apostolic, and published 
resolutions declining ali help from the State, and 
condemning mixed education and secret societies. 
In the Conucil of the Vatican Cardinal CuLLEn was 
conspicuous as an advocate of Papa) infa! y. 
He is the first Bishop ef Irish birth who has been 
raised tothe Cardinalate sincethe Reformation, 
and tne first Carainal among the countless Prelates 
educated in the College of the Propaganda.

The truth 
is known now, aud it is pesceived that the Re- 
publicans will not lose by it, and that the Dem- 
ocrats not only will not make by it, but be the 
worse for it.

5 feeling in commercial circles was again dull 
yesterday, most descriptions of produce findinga 
lower level in prices. The advices from other 
points were not specially depressing, but ‘*‘ home 
talent was on the side of tower quotations. The 
impression seemed to prevail in several depart- 
ments that present prices do not tempt enough 
consumption to absorb the supplies, and that the 
property must be offered at less figures or carried 
through the winter in such large volume as to 
depress the fresh arrivals. But there was a 
check on free selling for futare in the uncertainties 
of foreign affairs, it being felt thata very little 
matter might prove sufficient to cause a de- 
cided reaction from present conditions. And 
eo the markets were slumpy, and most 
of them slow, but without great weakness. The 
question is simply whether it is best to keep on 
offering property in greater volume than it is 
wanted, and thereby keep prices down to the low- 
est possible notch, without even then being able 
to work all of it off, orto hold apa little, feeding 
the stuff out more conservatively. in the hope of a 
better demand by and by. It seems to be abso- 
lately necessary to hold overa great deal of our 
old pork at whatever figures it may be offerea. In 
regard to oreadstuffs, there is some competition 
from other countries, and the bears say that if we 
do not supply Western Europe the people there 
will find others willing to sell. The wheat 
problem u «a knotty one. The lower 
grades are selling at % much less 
than No. 2 as compared with the actual difference 
in value that there is no demand for the latter, 
and we now have about 2,000,000 bu of that grade 
in store, wita no demand for it at 80c per bu. The 
actual value of No. 3tothe miller 16 stated to be 
within about 5c per bu of the No. 2, while the dif- 
ference in prices is fully twice that amount. The 
No. 3 is, however, going out so freely that it is be- 
coming relatively scarce, especially as the in- 
spection now passes a much less percentage of our 
receipts into the lower grades than last month. 
The indications are thatthe price difference will 
soon be much less than now; but whether by an 
advance in the one or a further deciine in the 
other is the point on which a great many operators 
want light. We note that some rather large 
blocks of No. 2 are already salted down for spring 
sales, so that there is{no material pressure of spot 
wheat, on the market, though the quantity in store 
is so large. 

In the dry-goods market there was a satisfactory, 
genera! movement. Few buyers were to be seen, 
but the mails brought in a very liberal volume of 
orders. In values no changes were reported, the 
market preserving a steady tone. Groceries were 
reasonably active, and ruled steady. Coffees are 
receiving a good deal of attention, and are firm. 
Sugars remain dull and easy. Sirups, molasses, 
spice, and soaps were freely dealt in at former 
prices. No changes were noted in the butter and 
cheese markets. Both continue dull, with prices 
weak and unsettied. Stocks, especially of the 
latter, are large, and the tendency of prices is 
rather downward. Dried fruits and fish were in 
good request at very full prices. Nothing new was 
developed in the bagging, leather, tobacco, coal, 
and wood markets. Oile were fairly active and 
generally firm. 

Tue lumber market was steady. The usual busi- 
nese was done at the yards, and vrices were un- 
changed. Western orders continue to arrive freety, 
and a good deal of lumber is moving out. The 
free receipts, however, prevent any material re- 
duction in stock.

„We did find undervaluations, as | said first, 
and found them to be very general. Finding 
these things was what caused us to frame the 
bill which was presented to Congress. The 
facts are: We found upon investigation that 
many bouses, which formerly bad a large im- 
porting business by purchasing direct from 
mauufacturers, had lost their trade, which had 
Cone into the hands ofa class of commission 
merchants who receive covsignments direct 
from the manufacturer, he placing them at the 
lowest price at Which, in bis judgment, the 
goods would pass through the New York 
Custom-House, regardless of their real value. 
This was found so universal that in the judg- 
ment of the entire Commission, including Mr. 
Libby, the only femedy that would cure the 
evil would be a specific duty. We then spent 
a considerable portion of our time in framing a 
bill, which we accompanied by a report in 
which we recommended tue re-enactment of the 
*‘Moieties act.’ To explain why we recom- 
mended the restoration of that act, I will eay 
thatin our investigations we had found that 
the frauds were growing more serious every 
day, and that the Government was poweriess to 
prevent them. In this report the members of 
the Commission all concurred, including Mr. 
Libby, of A. T. Stewart & Co. Mr. Mitchell, 
the Cincinnati member, was obliged to leave for 
home the.day before.

He announced to them that the P a 
of All the Russias, Oskander (Alexander), had 
sent him an Ambassador to draw closer the 
bonds of friendship whieh already existed be- 
tween the Russians and the Afghans, and he 
asked them if they would receive that Embassy 
Witu pleasure. Something corresponding to a 
prolonged “bear, hear.“ of our own House of 
Commons was the response, though a cheer 
would hardly be the proper word to describe an 
Asiatic sign of approval. Shere Ali then directed 
his Mesurdar, or Minister of Justice, to inform 
the assembly of the power and might of 
the Russians and the extent of their 
country, so that the Afghans might 
learn what a great Empire they had to 
support them, and then, resuming his speed, 
he said: Go back to your brethren, file your 
sabres, shapen your swords, and saddie your 


horses, so that you may be able to enter on the: 


cam paigu well armed. in case you are called on 
to meet the enemies of your country.” The 
Ameer then re-entered his Capital. During two 
days his Ministers and the Chiefs of the tribes 
deliberated on the subjects of finance and the 
military forces of the country. and on the sixth 
day aiter their arrival the Chiefs returned to 
their homes to make warlike preparations.
